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BART Again 


Albany Councilmen, 
Councilman Richard Clark, dis- 
cussed and re-discussed the age- 
old BART topic last Monday 
night before the close of their 
weekly meeting. 

Councilman Jose Carlevaro ex- 
pressed alarm at the attempt of 
Contra Costa Senator John Nej- 
edly, in seeking an extension of 
the half-cent sales tax surcharge, 
which is currently being used to 
help bail out BART from a $150 
million construction deficit. By 
retaining this tax, Nejedly’s bill 
would use the money to finance 
the extension of BART lines in- 
to the Livermore-Pleasanton and 
Antioch-Pittsburg areas of Ala- 
meda and Contra Costa County. 

Councilman Richard Clark, Ala- 
meda County BART director, 
commented on accusations of 
“sloppiness” in design and pro- 
graming, made recently by new- 
ly-appointed Contra Costa Coun- 
ty BART director Dan Helix. 
Stating that questions brought up 
by Helix were legitimate ones, he 
noted that they had been referred 
to the Engineering Committee 
and hoped for answers in due 
time. 

According to Helix’s accusa- 
tions, the BART staff ‘‘doesn’t 
know énough about computer 
systems, consequently the sys- 
tem is being put together without 
proper testing.”’ Clark pointed 
out that a computer system is a 
very complex operation, and the 
BART's main problem was in 
having only one car they were 
unable to test the system ade- 
quately. 

In discussing the problem of 
extending the lines in Alameda 
and Contra Costa Counties, Clark 
said; “Those who are paying for 
BART and not receiving service 
should receive every considera- 


tion . ; . but the market and need 
must be considered in these 
areas, 


“However, I firmly agree that 
San Mateo and the San Francisco 
Airport must be made to pay 
their fair share if they want in.”
